Commission has caused the following entry to be made: 

Beginning on April 25, 2000 and ending on May 9, 2001, an evidentiary hearing 

was conducted in this Cause after which Indiana Gas Company (UIGC") and the aucc 
submitted their proposed Orders. To date the Commission has not issued a final order in 

this matter. 

It has come to the attention of the presiding officers that Weatherwise USA, LLC, 
a key participant in IOC's proposed Weatherproof Bill program, is experiencing financial 
difficulties and may be unable to perform the functions outlined in IGC's proposal. 

Accordingly, the presiding officers request IOC to file a statement indicating whether 
Weatherwise is financially solvent and able to perform the functions proposed. If
